THE  FIRST  ACT 

Scene—Miss  Matilda  Jenkyns^  Parlor.  Mary  Smith  and  Jessie  Brown 
discovered  sitting  together  on  sofa  with  plain  sewing  and  knitting  work. 
Papers  spread  on  carpet  to  preserve  it  from  the  sun's  rays.  Also  paper  path 
from  door  to  tea  table  for  Martha  to  walk  upon  when  she  brings  the  tea,  to 
preserve  the  carpet,  thus  practicing  elegant  economy  a-Ia-C  ran  ford.  Martha 
is  very  unhappy  because  **Missus"  will  not  allow  her  to  have  any  "followers." 
Miss  Matty  is  induced  to  tell  of  her  **love  affair"  of  a  great  many  years  ago. 
Callers — Miss  Barker  tells  of  accident  to  her  cow.  Ladies  have  afternoon  tea 
in  good  old-fashioned  style.  **Men  are  dangerous  creatures,"  very  trouble- 
some in  a  house;  but  then,  in  an  emergency,  a  man  is  very  dependable.  How- 
ever, we  ought  to  congratulate  ourselves  that,  so  far,  we  have  escaped  matri- 
mony. Music  on  spinnet.  Miss  Matty  receives  letter — loss  of  money  in  bank 
failure. 

THE  SECOND  ACT 

Scene — Same  as  Act  I.  Miss  Matty,  in  reduced  circumstances,  turns  her 
parlor  into  a  **shop."  Licensed  to  sell  tea.  Martha  tells  of  her  experience 
with  Jim.  How  she  takes  him  into  Miss  Matty's  parlor,  and  he  was  that 
dazed  that  he  walked  all  over  the  new  carpet,  and  was  that  flabbergasted  he 
never  said  a  word  for  himself.  But  Jim's  all  right.  Marriage  is  a  very 
solemn  thing,  but  we  fixed  the  day  and  we're  married  now  and  both  live  here 
with  Miss  Matty.  Customers  in  shop;  argument  as  to  whether  a  llama  is 
a  carnivorous  or  graminivorous  beast.  Contributions  to  Miss  Matty.  More 
customers.  Miss  Matty  insists  on  giving  over  weight  and  measure.  Miss 
Barker  invites  ladies  to  a  card  party  at  her  house,  Martha  excites  and 
astonishes  the  ladies  by  announcing  that  an  "orficer"  man,  he's  got  his  arm 
around  Miss  Jessie's  waist  I 

THE  THIRD   ACT 

Scene — Miss  Barker's  parlor  arranged  for  card  party.  *'The  parlor  do 
look  beautiful,  Missus."  Guests  arrive  and  are  ushered  behind  screen  to 
remove  wraps  and  bonnets  and  adjust  caps,  etc.  Miss  Jessie  Brown  arrives 
and  is  congratulated  upon  her  approaching  marriage  with  *'the  orlicer  man." 
The  Honorable  Mrs.  Jamieson  is  anounced.  She  enters  with  slow  and 
stately  tread,  leading  her  dog  Carlo  on  a  string.  All  rise  and  curtsey.  Sup- 
per is  served.  Mrs.  Jamieson  examines  food  with  eye  glass  and  feeds  her 
portion  to  Carlo.  "Seed  cakes  remind  me  of  scented  soap."  "Carlo  is  very 
fond  of  cream."  Ladies  play  cards.  Mrs.  Jamieson  snores.  Cherry  brandy 
is  served.  Maids  come  to  escort  ladies  home.  Sedan  chair  for  Mrs.  Jamie- 
son. Martha  comes  with  lantern  for  Miss  Matty.  "Oh  Missus,  come  home; 
there's  a  gintleman  to  see  you."  The  long  lost  brother  Peter  come  back  to 
take  care  of  Miss  Matty.    A  man  in  Cranford  !    It  will  be  a  great  experiment.
